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CITY COUNCIL MEETS WITH STATE AND COUNTY OFFICIALS

On Wednesday, September 25th, the
Seat Pleasant City Council and City Ad-
ministrator held a “Breakfast With Our

Legislators”. The purpose of the event
was to meet with State and County offi-
cials to discuss the vision for the City and
enlist their help to bring about those goals
and objectives. It was designed to foster
collaboration with the State and County
officials on several of the City’s key pro-
jects.

The City is striving to work with State and
County to bring these projects to fruition.
Cooperation is essential since the City
must pool together resources and funding
streams from various agencies.

Some of those projects include:

e Demolition of several vacant proper-
ties that have become eyesores in the
community which has caused distress
for neighboring property owners and
been a drain on City manpower. The
City is serious about moving forward
to address an issue that has long been
a concern for residents.

e Acquisition of properties on Martin
Luther King Highway to further the

City’s plans to revitalize the Martin
Luther King Highway corridor. Seat
Pleasant residents desire quality retail
services, goods and innovative dining
experiences. Renewal of the Martin
Luther King Highway area will give
homeowners more of a sense of pride
and increase their desire to remain in
the community.

e Renovation and expansion of the Pub-
lic Works Facility - The building which
currently houses the Public Works De-
partment was constructed 43 years
ago and is need of repair. Since
2000, the City has spent money for
maintenance and repair but due to a
reduction in revenue it has become
challenging to keep the building up to
code.

Legislators in attendance were supportive

of the City’s efforts and made a commit-

ment to work alongside the Council to pro-
vide assistance where needed.

The elected officials in attendance were:
Senator Joanne C. Benson, Delegate Car-
olyn J.B. Howard, Delegate Darren Swain,
Delegate Michael Vaughn and County
Councilmember Karen Toles. Also in at-
tendance were Candace Donoho and Tom

Curtin of the Maryland Municipal League.
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The legislation intro-
duced by the City Coun-
cil in the month of Au-
gust was advertised last
month in the Newsletter.

The City Council would
like for ALL residents to
have a point of clarity on
the role and responsibili-
ties of the City Council,
Mayor and City Admin-
istrator.

In accordance to the Seat
Pleasant City Charter
Article 3 The Council:

Section C-301.
Selection, Term

Number,

All legislative powers of
the City shall be vested in
a Council consisting of
seven Councilpersons who
shall be elected as herein-
after provided. Newly
elected Councilpersons
shall take office on the
first Monday in October
following election. Each
Councilperson  holding
office at the time this
Charter becomes effective
shall continue to hold of-
fice for the term for which
he was elected or until his
successor is elected and
takes office under the
provisions of this Charter.
Section C-302. Qualifi-
cations of Coun-

cilpersons

Councilpersons shall have
resided in the City for at
least one year immediate-
ly preceding their election
and shall have been qual-
ified registered voters of
the City for one (1) year.
Councilpersons shall main-
tain o permanent resi-

dence in the City during
their term of office. The
minimum age for City
Councilpersons shall be
twenty-one years of age.

ARTICLE IV THE MAYOR

Section C-401. Qualifi-
cations of Mayor

The Mayor must have re-
sided in Seat Pleasant for
at least one year immedi-
ately preceding his elec-
tion, and shall have been
a qualified registered
voter of the City for one
year.

Section C-403. Powers
and Duties

(a) The Mayor shall be
the ceremonial head of
the government and shall
have such powers and
perform such duties as
may be prescribed by this
Charter. The Mayor is
authorized to sign and
execute documents and to
accept service of legal
process on behalf of the
City. The Mayor shall en-
force the Ordinances of
the City and perform such
other duties which are not
inconsistent with this Char-
ter as may be required of
the Mayor by the City
Council.

(b)  Annual report for
general distribution. The
Mayor shall prepare or
cause to be prepared
annually a report in the
name of the government
of the City of Seat Pleas-
ant. This report shall deal
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not only with the financial
condition of the City, but
also with the accomplish-
ments of the various agen-
cies of the City. This report
shall be printed for general
distribution.

(c) The Mayor shall within
sixty (60) days of the occur-
rence of any vacancy in the
position of City Treasurer,
City Clerk, Chief of Police, or
any department head submit
to the City Council the name
of at least one qualified
person to fill such position. In
the event the name of such
person is not forwarded to
the City Council within the
time specified above, the
City Council shall fill such
vacancy by requiring the
City Administrator to submit
one name for such vacancy
within thirty days after re-
ceiving a written request
from the Council President. In
any event the confirmation
of such person shall be by
vote of the majority of Coun-
cil.

ARTICLE VII CHIEF
ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICER

(a) There shall be a full-time
Chief Administrative Officer
appointed by majority vote
of the City Council, who shalll
serve at its pleasure. The
City Council shall fix the
compensation of the Chief
Administrative Officer.

(b) The Chief Administrative
Officer shall have those
powers and responsibilities
as may be provided by the
Charter. The Chief Adminis-

-trative Officer shall take ac-
tion and do those things man-
dated by any Ordinance or
Resolution duly enacted by
the City Council.

(c) The Chief Administrative
Officer shall represent the
City in all matters of day-to-
day administration. In this con-
nection, he or she shall exer-
cise all administrative powers
and authority delegated by
this charter or the City Coun-
cil. He or she shall:
